gives promise of yielding a large 
crop it is not likely that there 
will be any over production in 
agriculture this year. There is 
such a scarcity of everything 
produced on the faim that if 
every acre plan Uni should pro¬ 
duce double tho average yield it 
would not be too much. We 
need more corn, wheat,, oats, 
cattle, sheep and hogs. , The 
high prices prevailing for all 
live stock and farm products will 
naturally stimulate farmers to 
greater efforts and the acreage 
of corn and other grain will be 
large which if cotraled with a 
favorable season will undoubted¬ 
ly result in one of the biggest 
crop* for years. The short ci ops 
last year and the heavy demand 
however will undoubtedly pre¬ 
vent any danger of an over 
production.
